compulsory education, he says: “The 


compulsory school law enacted by a 
recent act of the Legislature of the 
State of Nevada has not proved a suc-) 
cess. or answered the purposes for 
which it was designed, owing to the 
impracticability of enforcing it. The 


law as it now stands is inoperative 


and practically a dead letter. The 
average daily atttendance for 1874 was 
2,884; for 1876 it was 38,832. The 
general interest of the people in pub- 
lic education was never more mani- 
fest than at pregent. From personal 
association and conversation witli citi- 
zens and parents throughout the 
State, I am satisfied that the strong 
interest taken is born of the. practical 
working of our free schools. In the 
general system of teaching it 1s con- 
ceded that the must simple and direct 
plan is the best. I respectfully sub- 
mit that the singing or repeating in 
concert of the Lord’s Prayer and the 
reading of the beatitudes and psalms 
responsively by teachers and scholars 
would be a fair compromise, (speaking 
in reference to religious instruction in 
-our schools) satisfying the conscien- 
tious convictions of some and not of- 
fending the prejudices of others. The 
State University was opened October 
12th, 1874, with seven pupils; in 1875 
there were sixteen in attendance; and 
in 1876, twenty-three. With the 
closing of last term thirty were re- 
ported. The building erected by the 
citizens of Elko continues in use for 
educational purposes.” 
He recommends that a certain sum 
- should be given each, district, as a 
district, and the remainder be distrib- 
uted pro rata, as now. This is to en- 
able feeble districts to maintain a 
longer school term during the year. 
There are 71 school districts in the 
State. Total number of children be- 
tween 6 and 18, 7,538. The amount 
disbursed to the several counties dur- 
ing 1876, from the General School 
Fund, aggregate $44,154 27.

D. H. Flynn met at the undertaker’s 
office of Sanders & Co., and after hear- 
ing the sibjained 
their verdict accordingly. 

TESTIMONY. 

Chalmers Leeper testified before the 
jury that he saw Flynn run and La 
Point run after "him. Just as he 
(Flynn) reached the steps of the Inter- 
national Hotel La Point fired again 
and Flyan fell to the sidewalk. La 
Point put the pistol in his pocket and 
walked ever to the depot... 

Isaac Chamberlain, Deputy Sheriff, 
testified that he heard a shot fired and 
went around the V. & T. engine to see 
what the trouble was about. Just as 
I was passing around I heard the 
second shot opposite me on the left of 
the engine; then I first saw Flynn 
running and La Point, who was about 
two rods behind, following him. As 
Flynn ascended the steps I thought 
he stumbled, and a shot was fired im- 
mediately, it being the third shot that 
I heard and the only one which I saw. 
Isaw La Point going towards the de- 
pot, and putting up his weapon. After 
looking at Flynn. amoment I turned 
and followed La Point, arresting him 
in front of Mrs. Beck’s. 
had reached the entrance of the Depot 
Hotel bar-room I met Sheriff Lamb 
and gave La’ Point into his charge. 

Dr. 8. Bishop .testified: I knew 
&/ Flynn by reason of having treated 
treated him professionally. On the 
evening of the 8th I was near the cor- 
ner of Virginia street and Commercial 
Row. I heard a shot in the direction 
of the Depot Hotel, and proceeded at 
once down Commercial Row. I saw 
Flynn lying in front of the Interna- 
tional Hotel; examined his pulse, and 
thought at that time he was not fatal- 
ly wounded. He was then taken to 
my office, and Drs. Dawson, Johnson 
and myself thoroughly examined the 
wound. Flynn was then taken to a 
room over Jas. Chambers’ saloon, and 
from that time until his death, Febru- 
ary Sth, he was treated by me. Dur- 
ing this time I treated him for a gun 
shot wound inflicted near the lower 
portions of the spinal cotumn, slightly 
to the right of the middle of the 
columm The wound ranged slightly 
uoward and outward, and the bullet 
lodged in the inferior anterior spinous 
process of the Iliium. This wound 
was the cause of his death. After his 
death I held a post mortem examina- 
tion on his body and ascertained the 
course ef the wound, the point where 
the ball was lodged, and the extent of 
the injury done to the organs by the 
passage of the ball, and thus I know 
that this was the cause of his death. 
I sav no other recent wounds upon 
his body, and treated him for no other. 

VERDICT. 


In the matter of the inquisition 
upon the body of D. H. Flynn, de- 
ceased, we, the undersigned jurers 
summoned to apppear before N. C. 
Haslund, the Coroner of the county 
of Washoe, now at his office in Reno, 
on the 6th day of Feb., 1877, to in- 
quire int» the cause of the death of 
D. H. Flynn, now lying dead in the 
rooms of Saunders & Co., undertakers 
-at said town of Reno, have been duly 
sworn and have made such inquisition. 
After inspecting the body and hearing 
the testimony adduced, upon our oaths 
each and all do say that we find the 
deceased was named Daniel H. Flynn, 
was a native of Canada, aged about 
36 year; that he came to his death by 
a pistol wound, and that said pistol 
wound was made by a pistol in the 
hands of Frank La Point, at Reno, 
Washoe county, Nevada, on the 8th 
day ef January, 1877; and we further 
find that we believe F. La Point to be 
the n by whose act the death 
of the said D. H. Flynn was occa- 
sioned. All of which we duly certify 
by this inquition in writing, by us 
ea this 7th day of February, 1877.
